Austrians Interned 
In Camp Refuse 
to Work, Threaten Guards and 
Are Fired Upon, Says 
a Dispatch. 


Ottawa, 
Ontario, 
May 
16.—Four 
Austrian prisoners of war wrere killed 
and fifteen wounded as a result of an 
outbreak in the internement camps at 
Kapuskasing, on the Transcontinental 
railway, sixty miles west of Cochrane, 
according to reports which reached 
Hie Militia department last night. 
Maj. Gen. Sir Sam Hughes, of the 
militia, announced that be had sent 
Gen. Logie, commanding the Toronto 
Military district, to the camps to take 
charge of the situation. 
Details of the revolt are meager anil 
Gen. Hughes declined to discuss it 
until he has received a report from 
Gen. Logie. 
It was said at the 
militia^ depart­ 
ment that for some time the prison­ 
ers at the camps had been manifest­ 
ing a spirit of insubordination to the 
military authorities. 
Several days ago the unrest culmin­ 
ated in a concerted uprising, the pris­ 
oners refusing to go 
to 
work 
and 
threatening 
violence 
against 
the 
guards. 
So menacing did their attitude be­ 
come, it was stated, that the guards 
were compelled to take extreme meas­ 
ures and fire on the malcontents. 
The revolt was quelled quickly, and 
the latest report last night was that 
the camps were quiet.

Seven identified and three unidenti­ 
fied bodies have been recovered and 
two persons are missing. 


T h e collapse was due to blasting in 
an excavation next to the restaurant, 
which is the old Beacon-Journal build­ 
ing. 
The excavating was being done 
for a skyscraper. 
When the wall of the building front­ 
ing Main street began 
to 
tremble, 
Faces blanched as the wall began to 
fall. There was a grinding crash. Wo­ 
men shrieked, tables were overturned, 
chairs shot across the fioor. The front 
part of the building gave away with 
a grinding crash. 
The diners .started 
in a terror-stricken mass towards the 
back of the restaurant. 
Gus C. Erns, one of the proprietors, 
dived for the front door as the col­ 
lapse began and 
escaped, 
springing 
clear of the falling timber and into 
the siree*. 
The 
huddling, 
hurrying 
body 
of 
diners went smashing toward the back 
door as the remainder of the build­ 
ing 
began 
to cave in. 
There were 
shouts of fright and calls for help to 
one anothe r as part. of the crowd was 
caught near the canter of the floor 
and crushed under the deoris. 
Some successfully dashed into the 
kitchen and a dozen, perhaps, man­ 
aged to get outside. 
George C. Erris, the other proprietor 
of the establishment, was standing in 
the rear, but escaped. 
“I sawr the front window crack in 
two,” he said, white-faced and shaken, 
after the work of rescue was well un­ 
der wray. 
The rescuers were spurred in their 
work by cries and groans from the 
wreckage, and as fast 
as 
the dead 
and injured could be found they were 
hurried away in ambulances. 
The rescuers 
were 
hampered by 
the thousands of curious who broke 
through the police lines and had to 
be constantly beaten 
back. 
Police 
were compelled to use their clubs on 
persons who blocked the wray of the 
stretcher bearers to the line of the 
waiting ambulances. 
Battery B, Ohio

called out to aid the police.

Mrs. W. C. Lawson, eating supper 
at a table with her husband, crawled 
under the table when she first felt 
tile quake of the building.

plunged into the ditch fifteen feet be­ 
low, causing serious injury 
to 
two 
passengers and badly damaging the 
cars. 
The accident occurred at 
the 
en­ 
trance to the bridge 
which 
spans 
Grand river, south of Clinton, at a 
section of track which 
completes 
a 
sharp curve. 
The train, which left 
Sedalia 
at 
12:05 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, 
ar­ 
rived in Clinton at 1:01 a. rn., its 
schedule time. The accident occurred 
at 1:05 a. in. just four minutes after 
leaving Clinton. 
The engine and ten­ 
der crossed the broken rail, but the 
combination car overturned when it 
struck it, becoming loose from the en­ 
gine, which crossed the bridge. 
The 
combination car carried down the em­ 
bankment with it the day coach and 
the three sleepers, 
W. R. Tate, a passenger en route 
from Barcelona, Spain, to San Mar­ 
cus, 
Texas, 
wrho 
was occupying a 
berth in the middle sleeper, was the 
most 
seriously 
injured. 
When the 
crash came, Mr. Ttate w*as thrown to 
the opposite side of the car, and his 
body pitched half 
way 
through

window. 
With much difficulty he was taken 
from the wreckage, and an examina­

Hilles and oilier m em bers of the re­ 
publican national committee. 
Strong planks 
favoring 
A m erican­ 
ism, m ilitary preparedness and a pro­ 
tective tariff for the 
protection 
of 
American industries, will be among 
the im portant subjects considered by 
those 
drafting 
the 
platform. 
The 
plank on Americanism and m ilitary 
preparedness will, it is declared, be 
sufficiently strong to meet every rea­ 
sonable demand of the progressive re­ 
publicans. 
It is said that prominent 
progressives who have 
recently 
re­ 
turned to the republican party will be 
consulted before the finishing touches 
are put on these sections of the plat­ 
form.

INCREASING THE CORN YIELD 


Result of Interesting Experiment Con­ 
ducted With Alfalfa by North 
Dakota Station. 


At the North Dakota experim ent sta­ 
tion, where manure and alfalfa sod 
preceded corn, the yield was 72.9 bush­ 
els per acre in 1915 and 56.9 bushels 
per acre in 1914, 
while 
th e 
yield 
o* corn following corn in 1913 was 52 
bushels per acre and in 1914 was 38.7 
bushels per acre. 
This made an in­ 
crease of 20.9 bushels in 1913 and 18.2 
bushels in 191., or an average in­ 
crease of 19.5 bushels per acre due to 
alfalfa and m anure preceding the corn 
crop. 


DISPOSAL OF DEAD ANIMALS 


Burning Large Carcasses is Difficult 
and Laborious and Requires 
Large Amount of Fuel.

Dead animals on the farm should be 
buried deep enough to prevent them 
from being dug up again, or they 
should be burned. 
To bum large car­ 
casses like those of dead horses and 
cat ti* is difficult and laborious and re­ 
quires a large quantity of fuel. 
In 
most instances it is more economical 
to bury them. 
All animals which have died of in­ 
fectious 
diseases 
and 
are 
buried 
should be covered with a heavy layer 
of lime before the graves are closed. 


Milk is especially likely to be bit­ 
ter in tho spring, but this trouble 
may appear at any time. 
It is almost 
sure to result from (I) eating the last 
remaining weeds in closely grazed 
pastures, (2) bad health of the cow, 
or (3) the growth of bacteria in the 
milk. 
The cure in each case consists 
in finding and removing the cause and 
suggestions for doing so are made 
by Percy W erner, Jr., of the Missouri 
college of agriculture. 
If the milk becomes hitter after 
standing, it is not the cow s fault, but 
results from the growth of bacteria 
brought in by particles of dirt or ma­ 
nure or left in improperly cleaned ves­ 
sels. 
If the milk of all cows in the 
herd is bitter when drawn, the feed is 
probably at fault, and the bitter taste 
will probably disappear if tho cows 
are kept in a lot where they cannot 
get at weeds. 
This will give the pas­ 
tures a better chance to get a good 
start. 
If only one or a few of the 
cows give bitter milk, it is probably 
because they are in bad health or go­ 
ing dry, and their milk should be kept 
away from the rest so that it will not 
spoil the whole milking.

Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, in an address here to­ 
day, reiterated his opposition ‘*to all 
kinds of hyphenated Americanism,” 
advocated universal military service 
based on universal training, and de­ 
clared that we must 
abolish 
"pork 
barrel” methods in our national de­ 
fense, stop talking and get down to 
the actual business of thorough pre­ 
paredness if we are "to make this na­ 
tion as strong as are its convictions in 
reference to right and wrong.” 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
prefaced 
his 
speech 
by 
announcing that he had 
"come here to Michigan because in 
the primary for the selection of dele­ 
gates to the republican national con­ 
vention Mr. Ford was victorious, and 
following 
on 
his 
victory here, he 
showed a marked popular strength in 
Nebraska and Pennsylvania. 
The ef­ 
fect of this showing has been imme­ 
diately visible upon many of the poli­ 
ticians within and without congress.” 
"We, through our representatives at 
Washington,” said Colonel Roosevelt, 
"have absolutely refused in the small­ 
est degree to prepare 
during 
these 
twenty-two months 
of 
world 
cata­ 
clysm. 
We have refused to learn the 
smallest part of the lesson being writ­ 
ten on the scroll of torment in Eu­ 
rope. 
We have fatuously refused to 
take the smallest step, either to do 
our duty to ourselves or to do our 
duty to others. 
We have endeavored 
to deceive ourselves 
by 
announcing 
that in this policy of supine inaction 
and of failure to perform duty, Weare 
actuated by the loftiest motives. 
I 
doubt whether we have 
really 
de­ 
ceived ourselves, and most certainly 
we have not deceived others. There is 
not a nation in the world which be­ 
lieves that our course of conduct has 
been dictated by anything save timidi­ 
ty, unworthy shrinking 
from 
effort 
and responsibility, and cold and self­ 
ish love of money making and of soft 
ease. 
‘i n any serious crisis there are al­ 
ways men who try to carry water on 
both shoulders. 
These men 
try 
to 
escape the hard necessity of choice 
between two necessarily opposite al­ 
ternatives, by trying 
to 
work 
up 
some compromise. In actual practice, 
this compromise usually 
proves 
to 
combine with exquisite nicety all the 
defects and none of the advantages of 
both courses. 
It is true that in ordi­ 
nary political matters compromise is 
essential. 
It is true that in ordinary 
times it is essential. 
But there come 
great 
crises 
when 
compromise 
is 
either 
impossible 
or fatal. 
This is 
one of those crises. 
There is no use 
in saying that we will fit ourselves to 
defend ourselves 
a 
little, 
but 
not 
much. 
Such a position is equivalent 
to announcing that, if necessary, we 
shall hit, but that we shall only hit 
soft. 
The only right principle is to 
prepare thoroughly or not at all. The 
only right principle is to avoid hitting 
if it is possible to do so, but never 
under any circumstances to hit soft. 
To go to war a little, but not much, 
is the one absolutely certain way to 
insure disaster.

which, after a fire occurs, can put it 
out a little, but not much.” 
Colonel Roosevelt declared that the 
Wilson administration "has taken no 
step for preparedness, and has done 
nothing efficient to sustain our na­ 
tional rights.” 
Because, he said, the 
administration had at intervals, "ven­ 
tured feebly to speak in contradiction 
of its non-action,” the ultra-pacifists 
and their followers have refused it 
any whole-hearted support. 
They ob­ 
ject, Colonel Roosevelt added, "even 
to make-believe 
preparedness; 
they 
insist on even more thorough-going 
helplessness than that which we had 
so amply provided at Washington.” 
"We must make this nation as 
strong as are its convictions in refer­ 
ence 
to 
right and w rong,” declared 
Colonel Roosevelt. 
"It little matters 
what our ideals may be 
and 
what 
achievements 
we 
may hope for, if 
these ideals and achievements cannot 
be reduced to action. 
The events of 
the past, and the events 
of 
today, 
show that national ideals amount to 
nothing if the nation lacks the power 
to maintain them against opposition. 


T herefor, if we are to win at home 
against those of our fellow citizens 
who believe in the policy of unprepar­ 
edness, that is, of national weakness 
and inefficiency, we must have strong 
and well reasoned convictions and ex­ 
press them with strength and sineer- 
ity. 
A 
considerable 
part 
of 
the 
strength of Mr. Ford in the primaries 
and of the strength of the advocates 
of half-preparedness at Washington, 
comes from the fact that no real alter­ 
native of policy is offered with sin­ 
cerity and fearlessness.” 
In urging "universal military ser­ 
vice based 
on 
universal training,” 
Colonel Roosevelt said 
he relieved 
in it because it would be not only of 
incalculable benefit to the nation in 
the event of war, but of incalculable 
benefit to the individuals undergoing

“I believe that the dog tent would 


Prove a most effective agent for dem­ 


ocratizing and nationalizing our life; 
quire as much so as the public school 
and far more so than the American 
factory, and the American 
city 
as 
they are today. Preparedness through 
universal service would turn out to 
be the best possible school of prac­ 
tical civics. In such a school all men 
who are Americans in spirit 
would 
get together and learn 
to 
work to-1 
get her, so as to 
insure co-operation 
among our people in social and in­ 
dustrial life. Such co-operation will 
secure not merely liberty and oppor­ 
tunity, but also the sense 
of obliga­ 
tion, which is just as 
important as 
the other two. 
“We 
must 
abolish 
pork 
barrel 
methods in the army, as regards the 
army posts, navy yards, as regards 
everything else. Remember that af­ 
ter preparedness has been accepted 
by the country 
and 
the necessary 
funds voted, the real work will have 
only begun. 
England’s 
navy repre­ 
sents over three centuries and Ger­ 
many’s army over two 
centuries of 
development along an unbroken line 
of tradition and progress to the pres­ 
ent stage of efficiency. The first and 
all important essential la to divorce 
the army and navy organizations ab­ 
solutely from politics.” 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
asserted 
that 
the extreme naval party in Germany 
has recently advocated war with the 
United States on the ground that in 
the end, as the resul of such a war, 
we would have to pay all the war ex­ 
penditures of the Germanic powers 
and their allies. 
‘‘These enormous sums would 
be 
raised by taxation 
on 
all our citi­ 
zens,” he said. ‘‘Those of German de­ 
scent would pay as heavily as those 
of any other descent, and alt would 
share equally' in the shame and dis­ 
honor. A foreign foe is the foe of all 
of us alike. If in this land the citi­ 
zens of one national origin success­ 
fully set the 
fashion 
of influencing 
this nation to its own detriment in 
the interest of 
the 
country 
from 
which they originally came, sooner or 
later it is absolutely certain that the 
citizens of some other national ori­ 
gin will repeat the experiment: and 
this country will 
be 
left degraded 
and helpless among the nations, 
lf 
such an event befall 
us 
the bitter 
bread of humiliation will be eaten 
by all of those who 
dwell 
in this 
land, no matter what their creed, no 
matter what their national origin. It 
will be eaten by your 
children and 
grandchildren and great grandchild­ 
ren, just as much as by mine. 
‘‘Americanism is a matter of the 
spirit and not of birth place or de­ 
scent. Among the best Americans I 
h*v* ever known, among 
the 
men 
closest to me in social and political 
life, are, and have been, men born in, 
or men whose fathers w^ere born in, 
Germany, Ireland, the Scandinavian 
kingdoms and other European coun­ 
tries. They stand on an exact level 
with other Americans, wrhose ances­ 
tors 
were 
born 
here 
in 
colonial 
times. We are all part of the same 
people. 
“We all stand together for our com­ 
mon flag and our 
common 
country. 
We must so prepare that this coun­ 
try will be a good place in which the 
children’s children of all of us shall 
live, and to do this wre must so pre­ 
pare that we can 
repel 
att foreign 
foes and 
preserve 
the 
inestimable 
right of settling 
for 
ourselves 
the 
fate of this 
mighty 
democratic re 
public. But the essence of this policy 
of full preparedness, w’hich remem 
ber is not only military, but at least 
as much industrial and social, is that 
it is purely defensive, 
and 
is the 
best possible assurance of peace. No 
nation will ever attack a unified and 
prepared America.”
